1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record taken alone and in combination does not disclose "a method for examining the 
interior material of an object characterized in that reflections and/or diffractions of the 
ultrasound from the interior material of the object are received using ultrasonic receivers 
which are acoustically coupled to the surface of the object at positions which are 
distributed in two dimensions of the surface of the object, at different points in time or 
not, wherein, with each of the ultrasonic receivers, a receiving signal is generated, 
wherein the receiving signals are processed in combination in order to determine, 
according to the principle of inverse wave field extrapolation, where in the interior 
material of the object reflections and/or diffractions occur" as recited in claim 1 . These 
limitations are neither taught nor made obvious by the prior art of record.
